have been acco unted fo r. 
“ Many o f tho se who succeeded in 
escaping with their lives are incapa­ 
ble o f relating their experiences co ­ 
herently. 1 questio ned all who were in 
a co nditio n to talk. 
Mo st o f them to ld 
the same sto ry. 
Thro wn fro m their 
beds, amid crashing ceilings and fall­ 
ing furniture, they managed to make 
their way to the street. 
Then in the 
blackness o f night and in a po uring 
rain they rushed blindly away amid 
the crash o f tumbling buildings and 
the shrieks and gro ans o f tho se buried 
in the ruins. 
Many lo st their reaso n 
and are to day wandering aim lessly in 
the o pen fields o utside the city o r up 
and do wn the ruined streets they knew 
so well.

The ruins at Casa Grande were 
feund to be very much more ex tensive 
than was anticipated, and it Is stated 
that their permanent preservation is 
of great archaeological importance.

Officials of the Pennsylv ania rail­ 
road recently made public plans for 
the construction of the largest bridge 
in the world. It will connect the main­ 
land of New York with Long Island 
and with its approaches will be three 
miles long. The points to be connected 
are Port Morris and the Long Island 
shore at Woodside. The greatest span, 
ov er Hell Gate channel, will be a 
thousand feet long. It will be 140 feet 
ov er the water, permitting the passage 
of the tallest v essels. 
The structure will connect with the 
New Hav en tracks at Port Morris and 
with the Pennsylv ania tracks in Queens- 
county and the connecting railroad that 
encircles Brooklyn. Work is to be be­ 
gun as soon as the Pennsylv ania ter­ 
minal in New York city is completed. 
When the bridge and its connections 
are made, through trains will be run 
from New England points to the south 
by using it and the Long Island tunnel 
and the Hudson riv er tube. 
At present only a few passenger 
trains are run from Boston to the 
south. They are carried around New 
York city from the Now Hav en yard 
at One Hundred and Thirtieth street 
to the Pennsylv ania station in J ersey 
City upon a car float. 
The bridge as planned in many re­ 
spects is one of the most daring and 
remarkable engineering structures ev er 
proposed, sa ys the New York Ameri­ 
can. 
The entire structure, except the 
pienf for tlic arch, will be of steel, hav ­ 
ing an estimated weight of 80,<X)0 
tons. The nov el feature of the plans 
is that the train floor of the bridge in­ 
stead of resting on the crown ot the 
arch is hung from It. The crown is 
300 foot abov e the water and the floor 
about half that distance. 
It will hav e four tracks, two for pas­ 
senger trains and two for freight, and 
Is designed for liv e loads on each of 
the tracks of two 100 ton locomotiv es, 
followed by a uniform load of 5,000 
pounds per linear foot. The floor car­ 
ried by the arch will hav e deep gird­ 
ers under the tracks and crossbeams 
at the posts interlaced with diagonal 
bracing. 
The main arch is to be flanked by 
piers from which will rise double tow ­ 
ers 200 feet high. The towers will be 
of massiv e proportions, with the lower 
portion of granite and the upper of 
concrete. The main body of the piers 
will be filled with earth and stone to 
prov ide sufficient weight to counteract 
the thrust of the arch. 
Expansion and contraction of the 
structural work, duo to changes in the 
weather, had to be taken care of. By 
carefully arranging the members of 
the arch the mov ement at the crown 
is only a few Inches, while in the track 
floor two special expansion joints are 
fitted that prev ent the floor from mov ­ 
ing under the action of a train starting 
or stopping on the bridge. 
Original plans for the bridge were 
drawn by former Commissioner of 
Bridges Gustav e Lindenthal. He sub­ 
mitted them to the municipal art com­ 
mission, and after months of consider­ 
ation they were approv ed. It is esti­ 
mated to cost between fifteen and 
twenty million dollars.

At 
the same time he urges the boys who 
accept his proposition to sav e the nick 
els and dimes they would otherwise 
hav e spent fqp tobacco and alcoliolk 
drink and put them with their account. 
He has figured out that if the boys will 
do this none will arriv e at the age of 
twenty-one 
years 
without 
hav ing 
enough to take them through college 
or g iv e them a good start in life. 
Mr. 
Saucerman is reputed 
to be 
worth $ 1,500,000. 
The new organiza­ 
tion he is perfecting to help boys is to 
be known as “ the trimmer band.” To 
demonstrate his earnestness he has de­ 
posited in the name of “ the trimmer 
band” $ 5.000, which is drawing inter­ 
est. 
The plan as outlined by Mr. Saucer­ 
man is to take boys from the age of 
nine to sixteen and organize them into 
plants or companies of fifty or a hun­ 
dred. 
He would hav e these boys hold 
monthly meetings, at which time they 
would discuss and be taught economy, 
finance and how to earn money, clean 
liv ing and ev erything in line with in­ 
dustry and morals. 
Each boy on join­ 
ing the club will receiv e $ 1. 
The boy 
must deposit with his dollar 50 cents 
to show good faith. 
Starting his bank 
account with $ 1.50, each boy will re 
ceiv e a penny per day for three years, 
and at the end of that period he will 
receiv e an additional $ 1. 
This will 
giv e him $ 12 if he has not sav ed a 
cent himself. 
lie urges all boys to 
sav e their nickels and dimes so as to 
be prepared to start life right. 
The pledge each boy takes on joining 
“ the trimmer band” is to abstain from 
“ tobacco in

Mr. Saucerman lias already organiz­ 
ed one club in Des Moines. 
He is not 
going to be content with accepting the 
boys who will come to him.

trav el all ov er Iowa inducing boys to 
do away with their bad habits and 
start bank accounts at the Des Moines 
philanthropist’s expense.

The sentence of imprisonment foi 
contempt in disregarding the injunc­ 
tion of the court in the boycott of the 
Buck’s Stov e and Range company jm- j 
posed by J udge Daniel n . E. Wright 
of the supreme court of the District of 
Columbia on 
Samuel Gompers, the 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor; on Frank Morrison* secret a 
ry of that body, and on J ohn Mitchell, ’ 
former head of the Miners’ federation, i 
has brought out a number of opinions; 
by labor leaders. 
Here are a few: 
“ The sentencing of Gompers, Mitch- i 
ell and Morrison to terms of imprisdn- j

plete solidarity of the trades unions. 
But attacks upon the men In high offi-! 
cial positions by forces entirely out- 1 
side of the mov ement inv ariably oblit­ 
erate the recollection of griev ances on 
the inside, and all div isions of the j 
army of organized labor rally to the j 
support of those attacked. 
“ A recent illustration of this truthj 
wa s furnished at the Norfolk conv en- j 
tion of the American Federation of I 
Labor in Nov ember, 1907. 
Until that j 
conv ention Mr. Gompers had nev er • 
been elected president without opposi­ 
tion, and the Socialist element was 
sometimes bitter in its fight upon him.
